from an attack of viral hew* 
tills is not to get it ill the first 
place. Since there is no vac- 
cine against this disease, pre» 
vention is largely a mailer or 
community sanitation. There 
are, however, a few prevent- 
ive measures that can be ap- 
plied within your home. TO 
prevent the spread of hepati- 
tis by contaminated hands, 
every member Of the family 
should make it a habit to wash 
hands t h o r o u g h l y before 
meals and after each trip to 
the toilet. For this purpose, 
the use of a soap that contains 
hexachlorophene g i v e s the 
best protection. 


Children should be taught to 


keep dirty objects out of their 
mouths. When any circum- 
stance, such as a flood, en- 
dangers the l o c a l water 
supply you should boil all 
drinking water for at least 12 
minutes. Giving gamma glob- 
ulin to persons believed to 
have been exposed to this 
disease was f o r m e r l y ad- 
vocated, but recent studies 
suggest that it is not very 
effective for this purpose. 


Q—Is a cold passed from 


one person to another or are 
the germs picked up through 
the air? 


A—The common cold virus 


is present in the secretions of 
the nose and throat of pers- 
ons in the earlv stages of the 
disease. It is borne through 
the air in tiny droplets when 
such a person sneezes, coughs, 
laughs or talks. It may also 
be transmitted by contami- 
nated articles, such as eating 
utensils. In d e a l i n g with 
anything so tiny as a virus, 
the relative importance of 
one means of transmission 
over another is h a r d to 
determine. 


Q—I am 70 years old. I get 


cramps in my feet and legs 
every night. What can I do 
for them? 
Would brewer's 


yeast help? 


A—Small doses of quinine 


sulfate. with or without ami- 
nophylline or other drugs, are 
often prescribed for muscular 
cramps. This treatment has 
helped some persons. It should 
not be used during pregnancy. 
Chloroquine phosphate is also 
helpful. These drugs should 
be taken only under medical 
supervision. 
For immediate 


temporary r e l i e f , nothing 
beats getting up and walking 
or massaging the cramped 
muscles. 


Brewer's yeast is a rich 


source of vitamin B and is not 
harmful, but I know of no evi- 
dence that it will help your 
cramps.

BOTTOM CREEK, W. Va.— 


(NEA)—There are some 250 
residents living in pestilence 
and privation of this dilapi- 
dated coal community and a 
good many of them are of the 
bitter opinion that the place is 
well-named. 


Bottom Creek, they say, is 


the low water mark in United 
States society. 


It is 80 largely 
forgotten 


families living in 50 sagging 
shacks. It is a few dozen out- 
houses so overfilled that a con- 
venient s t r e a m has been 
pressed into service. It is a 
pair of torn trousers per child 
and no glass in the windows. 


Bottom Creek is another 


era. 
Daily newspapers are 


rarely read here. 
Women 


wash with s c r u b boards. 
Wood-burning kitchen stoves 
are turn-of-the-century 
vint- 


age. The stark, dim, dangle- 
cord light bulbs look like Edi- 
son originals. 


It's sad here. Almost sick- 


ening. 


"It's about as far down as a 


body can git," says one penni- 
less resident on relief. "A man 
just can't sink no lower less 
he's dead and buried." 


Happily, Bottom Creek is 


not altogether typical of either 
West Virginia or the 13-state, 
17,000,000-populated Appalach- 
ian region of which West Vir- 
ginia Is the core. But neither 
is the community only a rare 
exception. Places like this— 
some 
even 
worse—blemish 


these far-flung hills like fest- 
ering boils. 


This fact is, of course, no 


revelation. Appalachian pov- 
erty have been public record 
for 100 y e a r s. But what is 
noteworthy—or should be, at 
least to the taxpayer—is that 
the pockets continue to exist 
(even 
grow worse) 
despite 


massive transfusions of fed- 
eral and state money designed 
to eliminate them. 


This year alone the West 


Virginia Office of Kconomic 
Opportunity will funnel nearly 
S30 million to fight poverty. 
State welfare and assistance 
agencies will kick in many 
millions more. 
Uncle Sam 


will top both donations with 
astronomical sums 


Yet, in Bottom Creek any- 


way, hardly a dollar's worth 
of progress will be felt.
